Iw Scotlind, ifs 10-handiesp man plays 
with a G-handicap man, the latter will 
probably offer a match on level terms, and 
Will not feel that the world iy at an ond if 
he happens to lose; it seems to him petti- 
fogging to worry about a stroke or two in 
what in often a game of chance.
